Dallas, Texas, February 20.—(4)~—

Senator Reed, of Missouri, appealed 
here tonight for a return to the fun: 
damental principles upon which the 
republic was founded. 

Speaking at a meeting of the demo- 
cratic leaders of Texas, the .Mis- 
sourian outlined the. platform upon 
which he seeks the democratic presi- 
dential nomination, although even in 
his prepared address he did not for- 
mally announce his candidacy. It was 
the first of a series of speeches which 
is to take him to the Pacific coast. 

Appeals for Honesty. 

“I appeal for a return of honesty 
in government and for the reestab- 
lishment of the old democratic doc- 
| trine,” he said. 
| “IT speak for the inalienable right 
| of the citizen to liberty of conscience 
| without coercion, ¢riticism or ob- 
loguy. and for preservation of the 
tight of freedom of the press, peace- 
| able assemblage, trial by jury and the 
| reestablishment of local self-covern- 
| ment and the sovereignty of the 
States. 

“I indorse bringing the federal] pow- 
er within the limits not only of the 
letter but the spirit of the constity- 
tion, and the abolition of government 
by boards and bureaus. 

“I favor equalization of the burdens 
| of taxation; the repeal of all laws 
creating special privilege, and the dis- 
| missal of a vast army of spies, snoop- 
lers, sneaks and informers, and for 
| the swift and sure punishment of al! 
|publie plunderers, bribe-givers, elec- 
| tion corruptionists and other malefac- 
tors. 


Field for Party Banners. 
“These are the great issues,” Sen- 
}ator Reed declared. “Upon many oth- 
er problems we may be in division. 
| but her. is a field on which the dem- 
ocratic party may plant its banners: 
here is the ground where all democrats 
may assemble and where democratic 
victory may be achieved.” 

Calling for “a united and militant 
democracy,” Senator Reed declared at 
the outset of his address that “the

Sweating Fingers. 

I am troubled with sweating of 
the fingers. As ] am a musician 
it is very annoying. You gave 
formulas for sweating of the 
palms, but not for the fingers.

Answer—The same formulas are 


useful for controlling sweating of the 
fingers. If temporary yellow stam 
is not objectionable, the best remedy 
is a daily application of a_ solution 
of 25 grains of chromic acid in one 
ounce of water, allowing this to dry 
on the fingers. If the stain is ob- 
jectionable, then the next best reme- 
dy is probably a weak formaldehyde 


ointment applied sparingly to the

at night—one dram of solution of 
formaldehyde, 2 grains of menthol, 6
